Perhaps some will begin to think, that, 
as there are so many difficulties attending 
the Burman mission, it is best. to relinquish 
it altogether. But while Burmats are 
willing, in prospect of persecution and 
death, to examine and embrace the gospel, 
let not Christians at home be discouraged 
from sending it to them. Is it a suitable 
time to leave a people whea the Holy 
Spirit is operating on their minds, and cre- 
ating in them ardent desires to know the 
way which feads to eternal life? True, 
the number of our inquirers is small; but 
if there is only one, his soul is worth more 
than the wealth of the world; nor should 
it perish for want of Christian instruction. 
\ freely confess that nothing would tempt 
me to leave the station in Rangoon, were 
it not for the advice of my senior in the 
mission, and for the purpose of preparing 
a place of refuge in cuse of imminent dan- 
ger from the Burman government. 

The Burmans who bave joined us con- 
tinue to give increasing evidence of being 
real Christians. Their attachment fo us, 
and to the gespel has not, in the least, di- 
minished by our disappointment at Ava. 
Indeed this event has awakened their zeal.

At the earliest opportunity, this com- 
munication was laid before the Managers ;' 
and the Rev. Dr. Milledoller was appoint-| 
ed an agent to proceed (to the city of Wash-} 
ington, for the purpose of obtaining an in- 
terview, and forming a covenant, with the | 
Indian Chiefs. On his return, he made to 
the Board the following report. 

The undersigned, having been requested 
by the Board of Managers of the United 
Foreign Missionary Society, tonvened on 
the 15th inst. to proceed, as their agent, 
forthwith to Washington, for the purpose 
of delivering a talk, and of making a cove- 
nant with a deputation of chiefs of the 
great Osage nation of the Missouri, has the 
honor to report: 

That he left New-York on Monday,17th 
inst. and arrived at the city of Washington 
on Wednesday following. On the next day, 
he was introduced by Col. McKenney, su- 
perintendent of Indian Trade, to the hono- 
vable the Secretary of War,and laid before 
the Secretary copies of the Talk & cove- 
nant, which had been previously approved 
by the Board, and which were then to be 
presented to the Chiefs. These documents 
having been examined, your Agent was 
formally introduced to the Chiefs by the 
Secretary, in an appropriate and. concise 
talk ; in which they were told that the 
undersigned was the person who had been 
mentioned to them, and who had come 
from the great city of New York, to offer 
them good things and were assured, that 
they might have confidence in him, and in 
what he had to say tothem. We then re- 
tired, accompanied by the superintendent 
of Indian Trade, into the audience room of 
the War Depariment, where the following 
talk was delivered: §

From the Plough Boy. 
GRUB WORM. 

Mr. Southwick—Having attentively read 
‘x your last Plough Boy, the interesting 
essay of Quericus, on the grub worm, and 
observing that he promises at the close “‘ to 
embrace every opportunity to extend his 
researches, and to communicate any fur- 
ther information he may collect on the 
subject.” I am induced through your val- 
vable paper, to detail to him and the pub-| 











lic, the success with which | opposed the; 
ravages of the grub worm for more than 
seven years. In the spring of 1799, or, 
1800, whilst living at Montezuma, in Cay-; 
uga county, the grub worms commenced 
their ravages ona field of flax, then a- 
bout an inch in height—on a high loamy 
soil, cutting down every plant as they pro- 
gressed the whole width of the patch. One 
of my hired men informed me, that sow-| 
ing ashes over the flax would preserve it. 
l immediately had two or three bushels of 
ashes taken from under the salt pans at

Learning afterwards that some of my neigh-| 
bors had sown ashes on their ground with- 
out effect, and knowing that my ashes were 
highly impregnated with salt, f was induc-/ 
ed te bélieve that probably the salt was’ 
most obnoxious to the worms, | therefore 
the fettowing spring, (observing the grub 
worms in my garden when first dug up) 
sowed the whole garden with fine salt, a- 
bout as thick at flax seed is commonly | 
sown, immediately after the seeds were) 
in the ground, and experienced no injury 
from them that season; although my 
neighbors planted their gardens several 
times in succession before they could pre- 
serve any plants from their ravages. Feel- 
‘ing confident that I had discovered an an- 
tidote, | pursued the same course for six 
or seven years that | remained there, and 
with the like success, without having suf- 
ficient curiosity to note the effect the salt 
produced on the worms. 

Since my residence in Albany, I have 
cultivated a small garden belonging to the 
house which I occupy, and two years since, 
a man whom I have hiredto dress it out, 
showed me one day that the grubs were 
cutting vp the beets, onions, &c. and by 
étirrine up the ground at the roots ef the 
plants, we discovered three or four ina 
place. 1 had recourse to the old remedy, 
and the same day we had a fine shower of 
rain, which of course dissolved the salt, 
avd dispersed it generally through the 
earth.—Q@n searching for the worms the 
next morning, jt was a considerable time 
before any could be found, and the few 
that were found, were swelled to three 
dimes their natural size, and were all dead. 

From the above facts, I infer, that at 
any stage of their progress, their ravages 
are at once arrested, on the salt being 
generally dispersed through the earth, as 
it Was in the two cases above stated, by the 
rainy But the "better way I think, is to’ 
sow the salt immediately after the seeds: 
are deposited in the ground, and the dows | 
and the natural moisture of the earth, wi'l' 
dissolve the saltin time to take effect. It 
‘may not be amiss to caution those who may 
be disposed to try the experiment, against 
sowing toolarge a quantity of Salt on the 
ground, or sowing tt uneven, so that too’ 
mach may fall in one place ; for although a 
small quantity produces a vigorous and heal- 
‘hy vegetation,a large quantity will'destroy 
itallogether, Yours, &c.
